Advocates of municipal ownership of the 


local telephone system are "positive" that 
the institution could be handled by the city 
of Lima, simply because the water works 
is on a paying basis—after years of losing, 
however.

The technical de- 
tails in the 'phone plant compare to the vi- 
tal spots of a water system as one of Han- 
del's great oratorios compares to a nursery 
ditty. Not in the same class at all. 


If you think a telephone system is any- 


thing simple or easy to master, look at the 
inside of a plant and try to explain some of 
the machinery. That business has never 
been attempted by the municipal ownership 
exponents in the United States, for it's just 
a little too big. It's the work of experts, 
and until the city ownership adherents in 
Lima started out'to make the local plant ;\ 
political football, no other city in the land 
thought of it.
